PANAMA CANAL 
A GIGANTIC JOB. 


vation to Be Done. 
To Build a Lake One Hun- 
dred Ten Miles Square. 


Cuts to Be Made a Fifth of a 
Mile in Width. | 


Some idea of the vastness of the Pan- 
ama Canal project is conveyed in a cir- 
cular issued by the commission for 
the information of prospective bidders 
for constructing the canal. It is stat- 
ed that the quantities of material to be 
removed and to be applied to the work 
of construction are only approximate, 
and even the location and character 
of structures may be changed. It is 
hoped, however, that exact information 
will be collected by the committee of 
five engineers who are charged to esti- 
mate a reasonable cost and time for 
completing the canal. The circular 
states. under separate heads, the char- 
acter of the work to be done. 

It is explained that the type of canal 
proposed by the minority of the con- 
sulting board is to form a summit lev- 
el about eighty-five feet above the level 
of the sea, which is to be reached by 
a flight of locks bullt at Gatun on the 
Atlantic side by one lock at Pedro 
Miguel, with two others at La Boca 
on the Pacific side. The locks are all 
to be in duplicate. 

TO TURN RIVER ASIDE. 

The summit level will be formed by 
the construction of a large dam at 
Gatun and a small one at Pedro Miguel. 
A second lake, with a surface elevation 
of fifty-five feet, will be formed on 
the Pacific side between Pedro Miguel 
and Panama Bay by the construction 
of a dam at La Bocd, across the mouth 
of the Rio Grande. and another dam 


near Corosal. 

From the Caribbean Sea to the mouth 
of the Mindi River a channel is to be 
excavated having a bottom width of 
500 feet and a depth of & feet beiow 
mean tide. From the mouth of the 
Mindi to the Gatun locks the width 
and depth are to be the same as from

FIGHTING THE CODDLING MOTH. 


Horticultural Commission May Breed 
its Parasites at San 
Diego. 

Several experiments which have been 
made by C. K. Carnes of the State 
Horticultural Commission have proved 
that the codling moth .parasite, so de- 
structive to the codling moth which 
infests the apple orchards of Califor- 
nia, will germinate in a far shorter 
time at San Diego than any other 
place in the State. The result of these 
researches will be of the utmost impor- 
tance to the commission in its work. 

if, as is claimed by Carnes, the cod- 
lin moth parasite can be taken to San 
Diego in large numbers, when in em- 
bryo, and then allowed to mature, ac- 
complishing this In a very short pe- 

„ the work of the Horticultural 
Commission will be made doubly easy. 

Commisstoner Carnes will leave for 
San Diego tomorrow, where he goes 
to carry on his experiments. He has 
already planted a 928 of these para- 
sites, and it is these that will occupy 
his attention. 

it is the purpose of Secretary Isaac 
to breed large numbers of the parasites 
in the south and then distribute them 
throughout the State. As soon as they 
reach maturity they tmmediately at- 
tack the codling moth and destroy it. 
Their work is swift, and it is hoped 
that in a short time all the apple or- 
chards infested with the pests will be 
reclaimed.

GOVERNMENT ROBBED OF MiIL- 
; LIONS OF DOLLARS.

Remarkably Easy-Going Manner in 
Which Army Stores Were Sold and 
Resold to the Government After 
the Boer War—War Officers De- 
| clared Primarily at Fault.

The report of the War Com- 
mission, as it is called England. 
tells a most astonishing story of trans- 
actions in military stores in South 
Africa immediately following the Boer 
War. It offers a humiliating display 
of combined ignorance 
dishonesty in British military circles. 
At the,close of the war an immense 
quantity of stores were left on hand 
in South Africa and had to be di: 
of. The two officials who unders 
the business were recalled to England 
and the work was turned over to men 
who were incompetent and in some 
Stores were sold by 


t by a contractor 
of one officer at lis per 100 pounds 
and to another at lis 14. 
No payment or security was required 
on purchases by favored comtractors. 
The goods were delivered on purchase, 
long credit allowed, and they were 
stored for the purchaser until he could 
| resell them to the government at an 
enormous profit. Accofdingly mush- 
room cantractors appeared from no- 
where, without capital and without 
character, and they were given on 
these terms contracts involving large 
sums of money. The supply officers 
had thelr favorites, to whom they 
elung in spite of the evidence of their 
amazing. incompetence and 

Army corps officers — ay shared 
such complete ignorance of the most 
elementary rules of law that the con- 
tracts they made gave every oppor- 
tunity to the swindler. 

Speaking of Colonel Hipwell, Captain 
Limond and Major Walton, the com- 
mission says: “No private firm could

The commission 
finds that the War Office was primarily 
at fault, partly because its muddled 
organization prevented proper super- 
viston and some of the officials were 
too stupid to understand the facts when 
they were reported to them. The ar 
counting system of the British army 2 
accordingly openly condemned. I s 
charged that the Army Service — 
and the Pay Department have become 
the refuge of incompetents of the 
British service who have had influence 
enough to get into them. As the 
Spectator says: “The man who is too 
stupid to command a bilockhouse 
considered able to face intricate ques- 
tions of pay and supply.

George Keating Porter—of Por- 
ter’s ranch. As his people before him 
played a great part in the upbuilding 
of New England from the days of the 
Mayflower, so he is identified closely 
with all that has been best in Call- 
fornia history since the earliest “Grin- 
go” days. 
His was a distinguished part in the 
early-day drama of this Coast. And he 
was not a whit less honorably known 
in these later days. 
He was of the bluest blood of New 
England. His mother was a descend- 
ant of John Alden, who came over in 
the Mayflower. Her estate was a grant 
from George III to her ancestors. In 
the Porter home at San Fernando are 
many interesting and beautiful 
from those old colonial days. 
His father was Dr. John Porter, the 
attending physician of Danie Webster. 
and Mr. Webster afterward purchased 
the old royal grant from Mrs. Porter 
and died there 
George Keating Porter was born in 
Duxbury, Mass., in 1833. He was one 
of those adventurous New England 
boys who shipped before the mast and 
came around the Horn in 49.

Court Listens to Testimony 
of Traffic Manager. 


Rebate Check Is Admitted 
Under Objection. 


American Sugar Company Is 


855 Fighting Strongly. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—The trial 
of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, charged by indictment with hav- 
ing violated the Elkins act in the ac- 
ceptance of rebates from the New 
York Central Railroad in the spring 
of 1903, amounting to $26,000, wes be- 
gun today before Judge Holt in the 
jnited States Cireuit. Court. 

well M. Palijer, who was for many 
years at the head of the sugar trust's 
traffic department, was a witness to- 
day. His examination was conducted 
along the same lines as in the recent 
New York, Central trial, and was fre- 
quently interrupted by the objections 
of Judge Parker and Attorney Me- 
Iivaine. 

Palmer testified that he kept a sepa- 
rate book account of the traffic de- 
partment, but he was not permitted 
to explain how the clerks in his de- 
partment were paid, the court sustain- 
ing Judge Parker's objection on that 
point. 

It is said to be the contention of the 
government that all the expenses of 
the traffic department were paid from 
this bank account, and that all the de- 
posits came from rebates returned to, 
and received by, the defendant com- 
pany. 

Palmer said he had consulted with 
General Traffic Manager Pomeray of 
the New York Central and Vice-Presi- 
dent Nathan Guilford of the same road 
concerning rates for sugar shipments 
to the West. 

When Lawyer Stimson questioned the 
the witness concerning the contracts 


ne had made with various companies, 


both Mellvaine and Judge Parker were 
on their feet with a series of objec- 
tions. What contracts he may have 
made had nothing to do with the real 
issues, they insisted. Stimson held 
that it would show the general author- 
ity under which the witness acted. 

ADMITS PALMER’S AGENCY. 

Judge Parker said that the defense 
would willingly admit that the witness 
had acted with the due authority of 
the defendant corporation. 

The agreement made by the witness 
and Genera] Traffic Manager Pomeroy 
of the New York Central, Introduced 
in yesterday's trial against the Cen- 
tral, was put in evidence. Under it 
the rate between Brooklyn and Cleve- 
land was reduced 6 cents from the 
published rate of 21 cents to 15 cents. 

A letter written by Palmer to Na- 
than 8. Gullford, then traffic manager 
of the Central, concerning the reduc- 
tion of rates, was offered in evidence 
over the objections of the defense. The 
general purport of the letter showed 
that the reductions or rebates were 
allowed with the knowledge of Vice- 
President Gultlford. 

Following this a letter from . R. 
Reicke, then secretary of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company, was 
read. This was in reply to one asking 
where and how the 6 cents was to be 
returned as an overcharge. 

Reicke said the money was to be 
paid into the defendant's commission 
account and finally to the credit of the 
Brooklyn Transportation Company. 
The latter corporation did all the 
trucking for the sugar company. 

The check for $26.000 drawn by a 
bank in Buffalo and paid to Palmer. 
representing the alleged rebates, was 
introduced in evidence despite Mell 
vaine’s attempt to prevent its reading 
by admitting its account. To all of 
this evidence counsel for the defense 
continued to object and ta have their 
exceptions noted when overruled, 

W. E. Foster, an eniployé in the 
auditing department of the sugar com- 
pany, testified that he had handled 
some of the claims upon which the re- 
bates were based. One of the claims. 
which he tdentified, he had forwarded 
to H. ©. Havemeyer, president of the 
defendant corporation. After further 
court adjourned until Tues- 

ay.-

Koe- 
penick is a thriving city of 75,000 in- 
habitants situated on the eastern out- 
skirts of the capital. Its municipal 
treasury, he thought, would provide 
him with a rich haul. : 

After donning a discarded uniform 
@ captain in the First Regiment of 
Infantry Guards, which he purchased 
in a second-hand clothing shop, he 
strolled calmly along a street in the 
east of Berlin, awaiting the return of 
a detachment of Grenadier Guards 
from the drilling ground to their bar- 
racks. He knew that they must march 
back to barracks early in the after- 
noon and he also knew that they 
would be in charge of{a corporal who 
would prove easier to deal with than 
an officer of higher grade. 

True to his calculations, the detach- 
ment appeared, consisting of twenty- 
four men, each carrying a rifle. 

“Your men must follow me,” said 
oVigt, accosting’ the corporal. “I 
have the Kaiser's orders to make an 
important arrest, and need your as- 
sistance.” Grimy and battered though 
he was, and much too old for a cap- 
tain, none of the soldiers thought 
for an instant of challenging the seedy 
uniform of the First Guards. They 
obeyed him like sheep. He marched 
them to the nearest railway station, 
from whence he took them by train 
to Koepenick. Arrived at Koepenick, 
he ordered them to fix bayonets and 
march to the Town Hall. 

Before arriving there, Voigt put the 
potency of his uniform to another 
test. It was essential to the success 
of his coup that all communications 
between the outside world and the 
Town Hall should be prevented while 
he held possession of it. Otherwise the 
frantic messages sent out by some of 
the officials or their underlings would 
inevitably have brought to the scene 
some big military functionary and the 
| bogus captain would have been imme- 
diately exposed. 

Halting at the telephone exchange, 
Voigt ordered the official in charge 
to cut off all communications with the 
Town Hall for the next two hours un- 
der penalty of incurring the Kaiser's 
displeasure. The uniform triumphed 
again. The trembling. official prom- 
ised implicit obedience.. 

All the world knows how his un. 
form enabled the disreputable old jai) 
bird to carry all before him at the 
Town Hall, and after seizing all the 
money he could lay his hands on in 
the municipal treasure chest—only 
$1000—to send the burgomaster, Dr.

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All but a small portion of Voigt’s 
been recovered. In Germany, 
many times the value of what stole 
has been made by exploiting his feat. 
Two or three comedies have been put 
on the stage, founded on the gigantic 
hoax, in which the central fole is that 
of the bogus captain. A fortune has 
been made out of the sale of comic 
picture post cards, illustrating the lu- 
dicrous incidents of the raid. Only 
red-tape-fetteréd officialdom, which 
has been held up to ridicule, feels 
sore over the exploit. The fetish of 
the military uniform has received a 
deadly blow. The absurdity of the 
semidivinity which in Germany doth 
hedge about the military caste has 
been exposed. Ridicule may accomplish 
a reform of the system which logic and 
common sense have failed to achieve. 
The day may come when Germany, 
freed from the tyranny of a military 
bureaucracy, may recognize that it 
owes a debt of gratitude to the cob- 
bler who made the whole world laugh. 

Voigt’s case has called attention to 
another form of tyranny which needs 
reforming in Germany. It is the sys- 
tem of police supervision of ex-con- 
victs. That made it impossible for 
Voigt to make an honest living. Per- 
haps Voigt’s efforts in that direction 
were not particularly strenuous, but 
it is certain that he lost his job at 
Wismar, where he had obtained em- 
ployment as a cobbler, because of po- 
Hee persecution. His master there 
says that he behaved well in every re- 
spect while working for him. But 
wherever he obtained work, police su- 
pervision prevented him from holding 
any situation long. It was, he says, 
because there was no way open to him 
by which he could make a decent liv- 
ing honestly, that he conceived the 
idea of effecting a coup which he fond- 
ly hoped would bring him money 
enough to enable him to live without 
any more work, either honest or dis- 
honest, and wed his old sweetheart. 
That story may be taken with a grain 
of salt, but that the hoary sinner has 
some right good stuff in him ‘which 
has survived a score of years spent in 
jails, is shown by the fact, attested 
by the old folk in whose house he was 
lodging when caught, that he nursed 
there, with touching devotion, a young 
girl who was dying of consumption. 
Tt m a great pity that his fate can 
not be determined by the votes of his 
grateful countrymen.

The commission as 
yet not made any awards in the 
army,\navy, police or fire lines, believ- 
ing that men in these walks of life per- 
form their acts strictly in lines of duty. 
The rewarding of heroism is to stimu- 
late heroic acts. 3

cases of disaster or catast he 


in any community the commission s 
power te make ey grants to the 
sufferers or depen ts upon the vic- 
tims of such disasters. This is only one 
of the charitable offices of the commis- 
sion. It is the desire of the commission 
in such cases to stimulate the work of 
the general public and codéperate with 
relief committees. 

In this connection some instances of 
awards of the commission may be men- 
In the Brockton, Mag., shoe 
factory fire. of March 20, 1905, there 
were fifty-eight victims and about 100 
dependents. The general fund raised 
for the sufferers amounted to about 
$90,000. Then an appeal was made to 
the Carnegie Hero Fund Commission 
and an award of $10,000 was made. 
In the recent San Francisco disas- 
ter the commission contributed over 
$54,000, besides an amount of $100,000 
which Mr. Carnegie gave 1 
Of the $54,000 contributed to the suf- 
ferers of San Francisco, $25,000 was 
given to the General Relief Commit- 
tee and $29,800 was used in sendirer 
‘ood, breadstuffs, provisions and cloth- 
ing to the scene. 

In cases of epidemics the commission 
has power to provide for sufferers and 
set aside amounts for the purchase of 
medicines, provisions and the care of 
nurses, doctors and others who volun- 
teer their services in such instances. 

The scope of the fund of the com- 
mission is confined to the Unite’ 
States, the Dominion of and 
the Island of Newfoundland. Each case 
where an award is made is taken up 
and personally investigated by the 
special agents of the organization. 

Any one may report a case of 
heroism to the commission, but it is 
the desire of the commission only t» 
have cases which are widely known 
throughout the country. Many very 
ordinary cases of life saving are re- 
ported each year, and many are re- 
fused as not coming within the 
of the fund. 

HOW IT’S DONE. 

When cases are first reported to the 
commission, Mr. Wilmot, the manager, 
takes up with the person reporting the 
case what is termed a correspondence 
investigation. A form containing from 
twelve to twenty questions is sent out 


In each case. 
of the applicant 


From the answers 
te these questions it can generally be 
determined whether or not the case 
will ceme within the scope of the 
fund. If the case is not thought 
worthy, it fs refused and the applicant 
is so notified. On the other hand, if 
there appears to be much merit in 
the action, the case is turned over 
to a special agent for an investigation. 

The work of a special agent is ar- 
duous. Each case must be investigated 
so thoroughly that it would stand a 
court trial. Several reputable and re- 
sponsible eye-witnesses are always re- 
quired in each case. The date must 
be definitely established by some man- 
ner of record. The commission in mak- 
ing awards does not go back of April 
15, 1904, the date of the establishmem 
of the fund. 

The scene in each case must always 
be visited. Photographs, blue printa, 
maps and drawings must be secured, 
and these must all be attached to the 
regular reports. In making reports in 
different cases the commission has 
adopted a special form which must 
be adhered to. The report of à special 
agent in each case contains never less 
than 5000 and often as high as from 
50,000 to 60,000 words. The latter re- 
ports, however, are rare except in 
cases of disasters. 

This report of the special agent is 
forwarded as soon as completed to 
the manager, who goes over the case 
very thoroughly and considerably. If 
there is any other information wanted 
upon any points of the case, an addi- 
tional report is called for. The man- 
ager again considers the case very 
carefully and makes his recommenda- 


tion to the Executive Committee of the 


commission. This Executive Commit- 
tee then takes up the case and weighs 
all the evidence presented. Then the 
committee makes its recommendation 
to the commission. The commission of 
twenty-one men finally sit upon the 
case. It is gone carefully into and a 
decision is rendered. Then the case 
is passed back to the manager with 
the instructions of the commission, 
which are carried out. The persons in- 
terested are always notified of the de- 
cision of the commission:

CHOOL CENSUS 
OF NEW YORK. 


DIFFICULT TASK IN THE FOREIGN 
QUARTERS, . 


Work Done by Patroimen Who 
Thus Secure Information for Other 
Purposes Though They Leave a 
Good Impression on the Foreign- 
Born Parents. | | 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Not long ago 
your correspondent decided to accom- 
pany a patrolman in his rounds 
through the Ghetto, taking the school 
census. The count must be made every 
two years. In this section of the city 
the work is put into the hands of the 
police, who are regarded as the best 
suited for the task, as, in the Yiddish 
quarter, at least, a pollcemans uniform 
gives him an entrance and saves five 
minutes introduction at the outset. 

Patrolman Ludwig had been assigned 
to the block between Allen and Eld- 
ridge and Canal and Hester streets. 
Each precinct makes its own arrange- 
ments for taking the count, and in the 
Eldridge-street district the work goes 
on from 8 o'clock in the morning until 
10 o’clock at night, but only one tour a 
day is required of each man. 

Ludwig said that he had been occu- 
pied with the count for four tours, or 
four half days, and all he had been able 
to do on his block was the houses from 
No. 17 to No. 23, inclusive, on the west 
side of Allen street. He had obtained 
the names of about two hundred chil- 
dren ot school age since he began. The 
largest number in one house was thir- 
ty-five. 

The blanks issued for the purpose by 
the Board of Education require a large 
amount of detail, to be obtained about 


years of age. Portions of this are ig- 
nored or simply guessed at by the po- 
lice, but the main facts, as to age and 
whether a child is in or out of school 
appear to be collected about as accu- 
rately as possible in a section like the 
Ghetto. People are used to answering 
policemen’s questions there without 
asking any in return. The . methods 
are rough and ready, but they are ef- 
fective. 

Ludwig wasted no time with formali- 
ties. He used a mixed German and 
English, which enables him to get his 
information more readily. There is no 
bowing at the door. He gave just a 
rap, and then, without waiting for an 
answer, strode into the apartment with 
book open and pencil ready. 

“Hello, missus! Got any kinder?’ 

This was followed by a rapid glance 
around the room to take tn the different 
occupants, and then another question: 
Wie viel kinder you got in school?“ 

That gets him well launched into his 
subject, and if there proves to be any 
names to be taken he accepts the 
housewife's offer of a chair. Every 
member of the family at home gathers 
around and helps in recalling dates. 

The husband almost never knows 
the months, sometimes not the years, 
in which his children were born. Prob- 
ably the mother usually does, but she 
carries it in mind according to the 
Jewish calendar, and it is hard to put 
it in the American way. 

“What monat gabornen?” asks Lud- 
wig as he writes in the name of some 
promising Yeta or Izzy. Don't know? 
Well, was it winter or summer? Was 
it cold? Did you have fires, or the 
windows all open? It was cold, you 
say. Was it before Paso?” 

“No; eet vas noch Creesmus,” says 
the mother, trying with her limited 
English to tell about the event, which 
all Jews in America learn to recognize 
as a landmark of the Christian calen- 
dar, regardless of their contempt for 
it as a festival. 

“All right,” says the policeman, and 
puts down January as a safe guess. 

Ludwig is jovial and . reassuring 
wherever he goes. He realizes the im- 
portance of having his manner tell the 
people that he comes not to arrest 
them, but to put down some harmless 
facts In a book. And quite unwitting- 
ly they tell him details which may 
lead to visits from school officials later 
that they do not suspect. 

The houses are of the type prevail- 
ing in the Ghetto—six story tenements, 
four flats to the floor, two to four 
rooms to the flat—but the homes are 
various. Many are dirty and disor- 
derly, with windows closed tight, and 
are filled with-unpleasant odors. Then, 
again, will be one with. floors scrubbed 
clean, a window open, and rooms, al- 
though crowded with belongings, neat 
and attractive.
